Salaries on the Boston Press. 


[Boston Commercial Bullctin. } 

Wedo not see why Buston newspa- 
pers and their editors, reporters,and writ- 
ers should not be advertised gratuitous- 
ly as well as those in New York, and 
we call upon our contemporaries of the 
New York papers to.copy the following 
figures of the salaries of some of the 
Fmost distinguished editers on the Bos- 


} ton press, and reciprocate the Munchau- 


sen who writes to the Chicago papers, 
and whose romances with regurd to the 
salaries paid to New York editors have 
beenj very generally and fgenerously 
copied by the New England press. 

Tue figures given below may be con- 
sideted as accurate as those which 
have been going the rounds about Reid, 
Nordhoff, 5 Russell Young, and others. 

The veteran of the Boston press; is 
Hon. Chas. G. Green of the Boston Post. 
His salary is one thousand dollars a day, 
paid in hourly installments of one hun. 
dred dollars each. Mr. Nat. G. Green 
receives $500 a day, paid weekly, and 
Geo. M. Towle, the well-known histor- 
ical writer draws but one thousand per 
week; but then he realizes about a mil- 
lion per annum by writing for the 
magazines. Hon. ©. C. Hazwell, the 
well-known and able historical editor 
of the Traveller, gets $50,000 a week, 
and his cars fares. On days when he 
writes the ‘‘Review of the Week” he is 
allowed $1,000 extra for gloves to handle 
certain subjects gently. Mr. Crook, 
managing editor of the Travelier’s‘statt, 
receives $36,000 a week, and his boot 
blacking free; and Nat. Childs, dra- 
matic critic, gets but $1,000 per week 
and his toothpicks; but then he is young 
and content with moderate returns. 

On the Journal, Col. Wm. W. Clapp, 
and 8. N. Stackwell have but $12,479.87 
per day to divide between them, and 
have engaged the arithmetic man of the 
New York World to decide the question 
of the fraction in the division which is 
continually arising. 
A. Hovey became so much fatigued 
in investing his salary at the Bulletin of 
$3,000 a day in gold, that, for conven- 
ience sake, he accepted the position of 
editor-in-chief of the Transcript, which 
pays him the same amount, but in United 
States 5-208 every afternoon, after the 
third edition is issued. Mr. Hovey has 
been engaged to lecture by the Boston 
Lecture Bureau for the next season for 
three times the gross receipts of each 
house. Spalding of the News receives 
four gold bricks of ten .pounds each 
per day, and his soda-water, and Taylor 
and Hectil of the Globe, each receive 
an evenly filled peck measure of silver 
trade dollars evey eight hours, with their 
crackers and cheese thrown in, 
Goddard of the Advertiser stands 
high in the eye of the public, and re- 
ceives $50,000 a week for nodding ap- 
roval at good, and shaking his head at 
bad articles written forthe paper. He 
does not write any for his own paper, 
but is the Boston correspondent for the 
London Punch ata salary of £105 per 
joke. Ross, on the same paper, bags 
$8,000 a week, and never writes any- 
thing after breakfast,

THE FARM 

Mr. Bonner’s stock farm lies three 
miles east of Tarrytown, on a_ plain 
more than five hundred feet above the 
level of the Hudson. It can be reached 
from the Tarrytown depot only by a 
rough drive over the stony hillside which 
stretches all the way from the river to the 
boundaries of the farm. The farm is 
devoted solely to the vast interests of the 
horses that live on it—most of it lying 
in broad grazing pastures, from which 
the stones have been carefully moved 
and piled in the shape of solid fences 
to protect the paddocks. The turf is as 
soft and as springy as that of the prai- 
ries, so that the horses can be turned out 
shocless, to gallop about without danger 
of bruising «their tender hoofs; and 
an unstinted use of fertilizers has result- 
ed in early and heavy crops of rich 
herbage. 

In a well-sheltered part of the farm 
are the commodious stables, large 
enough to accommodate the eigLtyhorses 
owned by Mr. Bonner; for sometimes 
nearly all of them are in Tarrytown at 
once. The stables are of wood, are 
thoroughly warmed in winter, and well 
lighted, dry and airy. The horses are 
kept in handsome condition by the 
grooms, and are fed regularly at six in 
the morning, at noon, and about eight 
in the evening. The average allowance 
of grain is about nine quarts daily, 
though the quantity varies according to 
the age of the horse and the amount of 
work he is called upon to perform. The 
extreme limit, though, seldom exceeds 
tweive quarts. Once a week, on Satur- 
day night, the country horses are given 


twice a week the horses stabled in the 
city get a similar dict. 
THE TRACK. 

Close by the stables is a three-quarter 
mile track, enclosing 114 acres of fine 
pasture, and surrounded by a strong 
stone wall. In shape it is oblong. It 
has been carefully laid out, and graded 
with the truest and easiest of curves 
and the greatest attainable exactness in 
length. ‘The bed of the track is twenty- 
five feet wide, and although only a year
